Many poor men would like a wife

When a fire alarm is given in an ho- 


tel the first impulse of the guests, es- 
pecially if it bo at night, is to rush 
out into the hall. Halls beic^ the beat 
of flues they are always filled with 
smoke, if not with flame, long before 
.he room is impregnated. The guests, 
who did not notice in calmer momt-ntfi 
.vhich way to turn to the stair, invaria- 
jly run in that direction which seeniii 
to be most free from fire. This is, of 
course, away from the stair, i'mrting 
he way' blind, or nn unknown passage 
,trctch!ng- away before him, he re- 
turns straightway, that its if he can, to 
lis room, although he does not know 
>.xaetly why. He has a dim idea that 
t is to consider. But unflor such cir- 
cumstances consideration is impossible. 
So he rushes out again, only to find, 
n all probability, that tho flames have 
now reached the door of his room. If 
there bo not a fire escape leading from 
his window lie is lost. He hns let his 
golden opportunity slip by. 


No fireman ever stops fo think. If 


his instinct cannot guide him aright, 
he is unworthy of the place. 


Discussion of the various kinds of 


fire-escapes is now engaging the at- 
tention of the >,'evv York hotel keepers. 


In keepitig with the requirements of 


the law there are rope, fire-escapes in 
all hotels where there, nre no balcony 
and iron ladder fire-escapes, but everv 
large fire den-.on.strate.s that the rope 
is not a trustworthy means of eseape. 
In most instances these, rnpcs arc just 
as they oauie from the original coil, 
and to descend by means of one of 
them, hand over hand, from a high 
point, requires considerable acrobatic 
skill and not a, little endurance, both 
of whieh would count 
for 
nothing 


among panic-stricken people. 


In a few hotels the ropes are knotted 


at intervals of about two feet, whieh 
makes the. task of descending a little 
less hazardous. Some houses are sup- 
plied with ladders made by connecting 
two ropes with wooden rungs, but as 
these ladders when swims- from a win- 
dow hang flat against the wall th'ey 
offer a poor foothold, und another lad- 
der similar to this, but with dft'scis 
which keep it away from the wall, hns 
found some sale. But the rope ladder;- 
as well as the smooth or knotted ropes 
are not practicable for hysterical wom- 
en, children, invalids or injured persons, 
because to bo of service the (people 
who make u^c oC them must possess 
qualities which should bo looked fur 
only in calm and healthy adults.—Cin- 
cinnati Knijnirer.

Aced SnrTlvor* of the Tnnche» with 


Whom Will Die ihe Same of 


a Once Frored and 


Reiiieuted People. 


On the high table land of El Dorado 


county, between the uorth and middle 
forks of the Ooi-umnes river and among 
the lofty Sierra peaks, lives a remnant 
of the oldest of old California!! tribes. 


Once, ages before California knew the 


face of white man, the race was 3,000 
strong—tall, straight and powerful. 
The tribal name was Tanche (the cat) 
—one feared and respected throughout 
the mountains. Now but five arc left. 
Civilization and time have all but ex- 
terminated the race; still the wonder- 
ful vitality of the old stock remains, 
for these five arc not only tribally the 
most ancient of North American na- 
tives, but individually are the oldest 
in the world. 


With these five will die the name of 


Tnnche, for the youngest is 9S, and the
